It has pant out speakers to address farmers and
others indireetly related to farming on the value
of the erop, which, with corn, has been referred
to by Prof..P. G. Holden, formerly of Iowa, a8
the “gold-dollar twins for ths farmer.”

For a state like Missouri, that goes in 8o ex-
tensively for hogs, this alfalfa movement is o
great thing. It ought to increase both the fer-
tility of its soll and the revenues of its farmers
by making alfalfa a general erop. It will grow
there aa well as ln other more westarn states.
Nowhers, however, Is alfalfa mors indigenous
to soll than in Nebraska. Here our farmecs
are gradually increasing the area devoted tu
this king of forage crops, yel pot as extensively
us they should.

The figures of the federal census for 1810
showed & total of 120,878 farms in Nabraska,
and only 49,985 malsing alfalfa on a combined
ares of 685,282 peres. The same census report
showed 103,329 farms with a total of 4,630,054
acres ralaing all kinds of forage crops at a total
value of $31,799/601, as against the alfalfa
output of- §10,743,813. Bince 1910 not only
the acreage, but also the yleld and value, of
alfsifa have been heavily augmendte, though,
&8 wa say, thera is yot room for much greater
extansion, 8o perhaps we, tog, mighy profita-
bly adopt the Missour! plogan for Nehraska.
